THE CLOSE ENCOUNTERS 
OF J. ALLEN HYNEK

nitially a skeptic and debunker 
participating in that aforemen- 
tioned “scientific ridicule,” as- 
tronomer Josef Allen Hynek (1910- 
1986) became a convert — changing 
his mind about extraterrestrial entities 
and evolving into the 20th Century’s 
leading UFO expert. According to 
Biography: 
An introduction to the stars came 
after Hynek was bedridden with 
scarlet fever at age seven. Hav- 
ing run through their supply of 
children’s books to read, his 
mom turned to textbooks, with a 
high school edition on astronomy 
capturing the boy’s attention. 


Esoteric Subjects 

Hynek’s early interest in the 
mysteries of the stars was only the be- 
ginning. He excelled in mathematics 
and became editor of his high school 
paper. He also developed an interest 
in more esoteric subjects, particularly 
the works of the Rosicrucian secret 
societies and hermetic philosopher 
Rudolf Steiner. 


Austrian-born spiritualist Steiner founded the Anthro- 
posophical Society in 1912. His movement was based on the 
notion that there 1s a spiritual perception independent of the 
senses — *knowledge produced by the higher self in man."

J. Allen Hynek (1910-1986) was an 
American astronomer, professor, and 
ufologist. He is best known for his 
UFO research. 


Steiner believed that humans once participated more

Department of Astronomy and 
Astrophysics 

Hynek's life reflected a lust for 
knowledge and a search for scien- 
tific truth. In 1935, he completed 
his Ph.D. in astrophysics at Yerkes 
Observatory of the Department of 
Astronomy and Astrophysics at the 
University of Chicago. He joined 
the Department of Physics and 
Astronomy at Ohio State University 
in 1936. 

As a pioneering ufologist, he cre- 
ated language and assessment devices 
that are still used today. 

As his professional stature grew, 
Hynek was invited to participate in 
the U.S. Air Force's investigation 
into rampant sightings of UFOs. As 
a scientific advisor, he became an 
important part of Project Sign (1947- 
1949), Project Grudge (1949-1951), 
and Project Blue Book (1952-1969). 

Project Sign was created in 1948 
in response to numerous reports of 
“flying saucers.” In his consulting 


role, Hynek studied UFO reports, deciding whether the

He was among the first to conduct scientific analysis 
of reports, especially trace evidence purportedly left by

UFOs. Hynek combed through the reports and sorted 
them into categories: There were those which were simply 
astronomical observations, such as the appearance of a 
meteor; those explained by meteorology, such as an un- 
usually shaped cloud; and those that captured accounts of 
man-made objects, such as balloons. That left about 20% 
with no clear explanation. 

After Project Sign, another similar program widely 
referred to as “The Grudge Report,” 1949-1951, was 
developed. Project Grudge’s 600-page report, released in 
December 1949, was officially titled Unidentified Flying 
Objects - Project Grudge, Technical Report No. 102-AC- 
49/15-100. 

But it was while working on the final investigation — 
Project Blue Book (officially discontinued on December 
17, 1969) — that Hynek discovered how normal the peo- 
ple who reported seeing UFOs tended to be, as recalled 
in his 1977 book, The Hynek UFO Report: 

The witnesses I interviewed could have been lying, 

could have been insane, or could have been hal- 

lucinating collectively — but I do not think so. Their 
standing in the community, their lack of motive for 
perpetration of a hoax, their own puzzlement at the 


turn of events they believe they witnessed, and often 

their great reluctance to speak of the experience — all 

lend a subjective reality to their UFO experience.” 

In 1975, Jacques Vallee and Hynek coauthored The 
Edge of Reality: A Progress Report on Unidentified Flying 
Objects, with Vallee making a similar observation: 

Given the controversial nature of the subject, it’s 

understandable that both scientists and witnesses 

are reluctant to come forward. Because their life 1s 

going to change. There are cases where their house is 

broken into. People throw stones at their kids. There 
are family crises — divorce and so on ... You become 

the person who has seen something that other people 
have not seen. And there is a lot of suspicion attached 
to that. 

The 21-year U.S. Air Force UFO investigations — 
Project Sign, Project Grudge, and Project Blue Book — 
were abandoned in 1969. Of the 12,097 UFO sightings 
investigated, 90% were explained as planes, satellites, 
balloons, or various natural or artificial phenomena. But 
it was the remaining 10% that dominated the ongoing 
debate and proved to be the most puzzling to the scientific 
community.

The UFO Experience: A Scientific Inquiry 

In 1972, Hynek sought to lay out a clear explanation 
of his studies by publishing The UFO Experience: A 
Scientific Inquiry (Henry Regnery, Chicago, 1972). It pro- 
vided the best scientifically accepted definition of a UFO, 
noting that the UFO is simply: 

The reported perception of an object or light seen in 

the sky or upon the land the appearance, trajectory, and 

general dynamic and luminescent behavior of which do 

not suggest a logical, conventional explanation and which 

is not only mystifying to the original percipients but 

remains unidentified after close scrutiny of all available 

evidence by persons who are technically capable of mak- 

ing a common-sense identification, if one 1s possible. 

The UFO Experience is best known for introducing 
the “Close Encounter” classification, which inspired Ste- 
ven Spielberg’s 1977 sci-fi epic Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind, with Hynek serving as advisor and making a 
brief cameo in the film as a scientist. 

According to Hynek’s theory, a Close Encounter 
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of the First Kind entails the spotting of an unidentified 
aircraft; the Second Kind includes accompanying physical 
effects, such as the sudden malfunctioning of equipment; 
and the Third Kind includes the sighting of life forms on 
or near the aircraft. 


Center for UFO Studies 

With the formation of the University of Colorado’s 
“Condon Committee” (1966-1968), named for director 
and physicist Edward Condon, Hynek was thrilled that 
UFO research had finally risen to a level of national impor- 
tance. However, he was disappointed when the committee 
concluded two years of study with the report that there was 
no need to expend further resources on the subject. 

No longer hampered by government oversight, 
Hynek formed the Center for UFO Studies (CUFOS) in 
1973 to further legitimize the field of “ufology.” CUFOS 
enjoyed some successes In its early years, leading inves- 
tigations of reported sightings while fostering working 
relationships with law enforcement agencies. 


United Nation's Address 

On November 27, 1978, Hynek, delivered one of 
his most important statements about UFOs, addressing a 
special session of the United Nations: 

In conclusion, Mr. Chairman, let me once again clearly 

state that tt Is my considered opinion... that the UFO phe- 

nomenon is real and not the creation of disturbed minds, 
and that it has both grave and important implications for 
science and for the political and social well-being of the 
peoples of this earth. It is therefore, in my opinion, worthy 
of cognizance by the United Nations Organization, and 
worthy of study as a phenomenon. I distinguish sharply 
here, as do my colleagues, between any given theory of 
the UFO such as, for example, that they originate in some 
specific solar system, and the phenomenon itself, a situa- 
tion which would put the cart before the horse. 

Many ufologists were disappointed with Hynek's com- 
ments, but still regarded him as a pioneer in the field and 
one of the rare scientists able to connect the paranormal 
with the scientific, as best explained in one of his most 
insightful quotes: 

For me, the challenge was to find out the very limita- 

tions of science, the places where it broke down, the 

phenomena it didn't explain. 

It was symbolically fitting that Hynek, born just before 
Halley's Comet passed close to Earth in 1910, died short- 
ly after the Comet made a return appearance in 1986. His 
voice is sadly missed. 'T'he world waits for someone of 
Hynek's stature to step forward and, once again, lead the 
way into the unknown. €

MYSTERIES OF MOUNT EVEREST: 


ENCOUNTERS WITH GHOSTS, YETIS & UFOS

ount Everest, located in the Mahalangur Himal 
sub-range of the Himalayas, is a very mystical 


mountain. It’s also a very haunted mountain. 

There are many ghosts and shadow people in and 
around Mount Everest. There are Yeti sightings by locals, 
hikers, campers, and tourists. And, yes, there are also 
UFO sightings. 

In 2017, seven UFO sightings were revealed through 
declassified CIA files. The UFOs were spotted in the 
skies above Nepal, neighboring India and Bhutan in 
1968. And a hiker in 2019 saw a UFO over the skies of 
Mount Everest. The hiker described a bright light that 
looked like a portal of some sort and then three disc- 
shaped UFOs, glowing blue, came out of the portal and 
zipped off at incredible speed. 

Another interesting aspect of Mount Everest is that 
there are legends of mystical interdimensional realms that 
may be located in the Himalayas and into the Kunlun 
Mountains. These interdimensional realms inspired the 
fictional story of Shangri-La. Some individuals theorize 
that these mystical realms may be visiting zones for UFOs 
and their occupants. 

More than 310 people have perished on Mount 
Everest since 1924. With its peak at 29,029 feet, the 
mountain presents an intense challenge of icy tempera- 
tures and altitude where oxygen is limited. It’s not a 
hospitable place for any living thing, and people’s bod- 
les begin to shut down. There are 200 dead bodies on 
Mount Everest. The hikers who died on this mountain 
are preserved or mummified by the intense cold and left 
on the mountain. The bodies actually become infused 
on the mountain. 

It’s a very macabre fact that some of the mummified 
bodies on the mountains become landmarks for hikers 
to know where their position is on the mountain. Many 
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hikers have claimed that they see shadow people moving 
around on the mountain or they see actual full-bodied 
apparitions. 


Ghosts on Mount Everest 

Sherpa climber Pemba Dorje became famous as a 
hiker of Mount Everest because of his claimed record- 
speed ascent of Everest (eight hours, 10 minutes) on May 
21, 2004. Three days later Pemba Dorje reports that 
while approaching the summit from the south, he came 
across a group of deceased climbers whose bodies were 
frozen in the snow. 

Dorje then claims he was suddenly surrounded by 


something that he would consider as paranormal. In his 

own words: 
When I paused at a mound of rocks, I saw some spirits 
in the form of black shadows coming towards me, 
stretching their hands and begging for something to eat. 
I think those were the spirits of the many mountaineers 
killed during and after their ascent of Mount Everest. 
The bodies of many of those who died are still on the 
mountain, and one climber who died from an acciden- 
tal fall is still hanging from a rope. 

Many Sherpas believe the ghosts of Mount Everest 
will not be appeased. The deceased will not leave the 
mountain until their bodies are given a proper burial. 
With so many corpses stuck in the "Death Zone" above 
8,000 meters (26,200 feet) and more joining them each 
year, it's unlikely that the mountain will “give up” the bod- 
ies of the deceased any time soon. 


Yeti on Mount Everest 

In 1951, a British explorer named Eric Shipton was 
looking for an alternative route up Mount Everest when 
he found a footprint that appeared to be hominoid. He 
took a picture, and the mystery of the Yeti — a Sherpa 
word for “wild man”— took the world by storm. 

Daniel Taylor, author of Yeti: The Ecology of a 
Mystery, has been searching for signs of this “Abominable 
Snowman" in the high Himalayas since he was a child. 
While investigating the legend of the Yeti, adventurer Josh 
Gates took a sample of hair and had it tested. The results 
revealed the hair was the DNA an unknown source. 

Today, hikers still claim that they have seen a glimpse 
of the Yeti moving about on Mount Everest. One hiker 
even claims that he saw Yeti on a cliff, until it disappeared, 
followed by a bright, golden, bell-shaped object appearing 
and then shooting straight up into the sky, disappearing. 

And speaking of UFOs, see English climber Frank 
Smythe’s report below: 


UFOs on Mount Everest 

In 1933, while on his first attempt at Everest’s sum- 
mit, English mountaineer Frank Smythe was alone at 
8,565 meters (28,100 feet) on Everest’s North Ridge when 
he witnessed two curious objects floating in the sky. They 
strongly resembled kite balloons in shape, but one pos- 
sessed what appeared to be squat, under-developed wings, 
and the other had a protuberance suggestive of a beak. 

They hovered motionless but seemed slowly to 
pulsate, a pulsation incidentally much slower than Frank’s 
own hearts-beats. 

Before this, Smythe claimed to have been visited 
by some unidentifiable force during his ascent and felt a 


strong presence beside him as he moved up the slopes. 
He even took a slice of Kendal mint cake from his pocket 
to share with this companion, having believed the invisible 
and immaterial entity to be entirely real. 


Snow Pixies of Mount Everest 

Mountaineer Mivan Chakrabarti was climbing Mount 
Everest in 1978 when he felt like he was going to pass 
out. Then he saw small, flying people that looked like 
they were made of snow. Their skin was bluish white and 
snowy like. 

Mivan saw seven of these one-inch flying people. 
They had wings like butterflies that were pure white. They 
wore white little outfits, and their faces were human like. 
Mivan instantly thought “pixies.” 

One of the pixies, which appeared to be leading the 
other pixies, flew up to Mivan while holding a small, 
orange energy ball. The pixie, which appeared to have 
a long, white beard, threw the ball at Mivan. The pixies 
then vanished, and Mivan no longer felt like he was going 
to pass out. In fact, he felt completely re-energized. 

Mivan accomplished his goal of climbing Mount 
Everest, giving the credit to the snow pixies. Mivan be- 
lieves that if it weren't for the pixies, he may have become

BREAKING THE ALIEN STIGMA: 


U.S. CoNGREss TO PROBE AERIAL MYSTERIES

n a progressive move demonstrating the rising serious- 


ness attached to the phenomenon of Unidentified 

Aerial Phenomena (UAPs), commonly referred to as 
UFOs, the House Oversight Committee 1s preparing to 
hold a comprehensive hearing on July 26. 

“There are a lot of people who don’t want this to 
come to light,” said U.S. Congressman Tim Burchett, 
R-Tenn, during a press briefing about the hearing. “This 
hearing is going to be different. We’re going to have wit- 
nesses who can speak frankly to the public about their 
experiences.” 

Witnesses expected to provide testimonies at the 
hearing include David Grusch, a former U.S. intelligence 
official; former Navy commander David Fravor; and 
former Navy pilot Ryan Graves. The two former navy 
officials have claimed firsthand experiences with UAP 
sightings. Intriguingly, Grusch stated that the U.S. has 
retrieved vehicles of non-human origin, some intact and 
others partially so. 

The hearing aims to garner public attention by en- 
couraging witnesses to speak candidly about their experi- 
ences. However, a veil of controversy already surrounds 
the proceedings. Defense officials have resisted previ- 
ous congressional inquiries into UFOs. An unidentified 
witness reportedly withdrew from the committee due 
to “pressure from the Pentagon,” according to an NBC 
News report. The representative called for the federal 
government to release UFO-related records and promote 
transparency. 


Declassification and Controversy: Washington’s 
Battle Over Unidentified Aerial Phenomena 
UFO sightings have garnered significant attention in 
recent years, becoming a controversial topic on Capitol 
Hill. Senior figures from both sides of the political spec- 
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trum expressed interest in the upcoming hearing. Senate 
Intelligence Committee Chair Mark Warner, D-Va., em- 
phasized treating every whistleblower with seriousness and 
respect, while Senate Majority Leader Chuck Schumer, 
D-N.Y., and Sen. Mike Rounds, R-S.D., have sought to 
declassify UFO-related records. 

However, the path to the hearing is not free of 
skepticism. Some committee members and the Defense 
Department have allegedly pushed back against the event, 
according to a Politico report. 'These internal conflicts 
could create an unpredictable climate for the hearing. 

Despite popular association with extraterrestrial 
life, an initial Pentagon report issued in 2021 found no 
evidence linking the unidentified objects to aliens. The re- 


port did reveal, however, that the Pentagon had received 
hundreds of reports of UFOs in recent years, with many 
resembling balloons or drones. 

According to Sean Kirkpatrick, director of the All-Do- 
main Anomaly Resolution Office, the Pentagon is currently 
tracking about 650 incidents involving unidentified aircraft. 
Despite the staggering number of sightings, Kirkpatrick 
maintains that there is no evidence of alien activity. 

Nevertheless, a Joint paper by Kirkpatrick and 
Harvard Professor Avi Loeb caused quite a stir when it 
proposed that these incursions might be “probes” from an 
extraterrestrial *parent craft." Even as they acknowledged 
the speculative nature of this assertion, it sparked consid- 
erable intrigue. 


In the pursuit of knowledge and understanding, the up- 
coming hearing could prove pivotal. Whether the outcome 
supports the existence of extraterrestrial life or simply uncov- 
ers sophisticated earthly technologies, the attention 1t garners 
ensures that the public gaze is firmly fixed on our skies. 

Whatever the conclusion, the importance of these 
hearings in broadening our understanding of the Universe 
cannot be understated. As we brace for the revelations 
of this hearing, we are reminded that we are but humble 
observers in a grand cosmos, always exploring, always 
questioning. e

2. The Beast of Bodmin Moor 
Since the late 20th century, people 
in Cornwall, England, have reported see- 
ing a large, panther-like creature, referred 
to as the Beast of Bodmin Moor. In addi- 
tion to sightings, there have been reports of 
livestock mutilations that some attribute to 
this creature. Despite an official government 
investigation in 1995 that found no verifi- 
able evidence of an exotic large cat loose in 
Britain, sightings continue. 
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6. Flatwoods Monster 

In 1952, in the town of Flatwoods, West Virginia, 
a group of children and one adult claimed to have seen 
a creature during the evening. They described it as tall 
with a green body, red face, and a spade-shaped head. 
The sighting occurred shortly after the group saw a bright 
object cross the sky and land on a nearby 
farmer’s land. 


7. Jersey Devil 

Sightings of the Jersey Devil have been 
reported in the Pine Barrens of New Jer- 
sey for centuries, with the most famous wave of sightings oc- 
curring during a week in January 1909. Witnesses describe 
it as a flying creature with a horse-like head, bat wings, 
horns, and a tail. Hundreds of sightings were during this 
week, including by police and other reputable individuals. 


8. Patterson-Gimlin Footage (Bigfoot) 

This is perhaps the most famous sighting of a cryptid, 
recorded in 1967 by Roger Patterson and Robert Gimlin 
in Northern California. The footage appears to show a 
large, hairy, bipedal creature (presumably Bigfoot) striding 
through a clearing. The authenticity of the film remains a 
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9. Sightings by Mountaineers (Yeti) 

Several respected mountaineers have reported sight- 
ings or found evidence of the Yeti. Perhaps most famously, 
during the 1951 Everest expedition in the Himalaya moun- 
tain range, British mountaineer Eric Shipton took photos 
of what he believed to be Yeti footprints. The prints were 

large, hominid-like, and had a thumb, which 
added an intriguing aspect to the story. 


10. The Lake Champlain Monster 
This creature is often reported in 

Lake Champlain, a freshwater lake that 
borders Vermont, New York, and Quebec. Like the Loch 
Ness Monster, “Champ” is typically described as a large, 
serpentine creature. The most famous sighting occurred 
in 1977 when Sandra Mansi took a photograph that ap- 
pears to show a creature with a long neck and small head 
emerging from the lake.

SPIRITUAL WARFARE IN My OWN HOME

y house was built in the 1960s on church ground that 

was consecrated. It is still a very healing place, but 

before I bought it, it was rented out as single rooms. 
Houses in multiple occupation are always emotional sinkholes. 
People end up there from broken relationships. Pain, hurt, 
drink, and drugs are often part of this, and this creates the very 
environment to attract the creatures of the lower astral. 

I have spiritually cleansed the Chthonian landscape 
several times. 

A burglar will look at a house to see the weakest point 
to break in. Demonic entities, like burglars, seek out weak 
points of entry. Lower realm creatures particularly delight in 
attacking especially good and spiritual folk. 

Most psychics spiritually seal all house apertures, but at 
times will leave a weak spot so they know where any “break- 
ins” will occur. These areas are called “portals.” 

Recently, at my house, I experienced some nocturnal 
scuffling around a weak point that was in a high corner of my 
bedroom, noises like gunshots cracks and bangs and things 
being thrown about at night. This activity led me to believe 
that something unpleasant wanted to get in.

One night, I bathed in salt water, fasted, and prayed, and 
I would meditate. And with slow, deep breathing, I would 
concentrate on keeping the chi within my diaphragm, allow- 
ing my spirit body to gain weight and slide down through the 
planes to the lower astral realms. 

The last thing I wanted was this creature in my room, so 
I decided — out of fear — to attack it on its own ground. The 
sight is still fresh in my mind. Once seen, some things stay there 
forever. The more repellent, the harder they are to move. I 
walked a little closer and saw a large spider’s funnel web. My 
spirit guide told me sternly: “Don’t go near! Don’t go near!” 

The smell was deeply repugnant, like meat that had gone 
off and rather like Mephitis. I had a feeling — and it was just a 
feeling — that this was Malebolge, the 8th circle of Hell. 

I knew the danger, standing there. I knew I was being 
watched. But, at last, I was at the demon’s lair. I suddenly 
found that I had a large saucepan in my hand and filled it 
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with flammable fuel. I was sure my spirit guide handed me 


this, and I threw deep into the hole at the web’s center. I then 
threw in a small flame, and the web went up in a huge fire. 

The long, black legs of the creature burnt up instantly, 
and I heard a high-pitch scream. Then, the center of this 
thing was a man’s face. I just looked at it, puzzled. What on 
earth could make a man so evil that he would take on this 
form? The feeling of deep repugnancy was so great that I 
wanted to throw up. The lower hells have some strange hor- 
rible and dangerous creatures, the stuff of horrid nightmares. 

Slowly coming back to the Earth plane and seeing the ear- 
ly morning sunrise was the most beautiful sight ever, and my 
heart leapt for joy. I knew that myself and many others were 
safe. Collecting my thoughts, I used a Hindu sealing method 
to shut the half open gate in the high corner of my room and a 
short, ceremony to cleanse and finalize the event. 

No noises smells or gunshot noises have been heard 
since. All that remains is the dreadful memory of that crea- 
ture with the man's face.

THE MYSTERIES & SECRETS OF 
ROSSLYN CHAPEL REVEALED

There are two histories attached to Rosslyn Chapel. One 1s 
founded in convention, while the other is much less well- 
defined. It is an esoteric, shadow history, and it 1s from this 
tradition that I draw the information in this article. 


I should also mention that the “shadow tradition” is much 

more enlightening and suggests that among the items alleg- 

edly secreted in the vaults deep below the chapel is a literal 
and physical “Gateway to Heaven.” As I discovered, this 
may well have a lot more than just a hint of truth about it. 


any ancient buildings scattered around the 

world have, for a variety of reasons, aroused 

curiosity and interest. These range from the in- 
scrutable, almost mystical impassivity of the pyramids on 
the Giza Plateau to the baroque grandeur of the Vatican 
in Rome and Chartres Cathedral in France. 

There is, however, one item to add to this impressive 
list, and that is a medieval church nestled approximately 
15 miles to the south of Edinburgh in Scotland: Rosslyn 
Chapel. To the casual visitor, it looks like what it is, a 
small, ornate place of worship and a splendid example of 
medieval stone carving. But to the seekers of gnosis, it is 
rather more. 

For them, it contains a secret encoded into the carv- 
ings that adorn almost every available space. For them, 
the secret is spiritual knowledge. They are almost certainly 
correct, but the knowledge might not be where (or what) 
they think, and the decoding device might rely on some- 
thing more than a notional, catalytic “Rosetta Stone” to 
decipher the nature of this enlightenment. 

My own quest for gnosis began in 1980s, when I first 
became aware of the Chapel and its alleged connection 
to both the Freemasons and the Knights Templar, both 
concepts that in this instance may or may not have prov- 
enance. Certainly, there are examples of what appear to

be Masonic heraldry and symbols carved into the stone, 
but these can be interpreted in a variety of ways. The 
same goes for the alleged Templar links, an association 
that segues into the family of the man who financed the 
building of the Chapel, Sir William Sinclair, the third and 
last Prince of Orkney. 

While these connections may be accurate, they are 
not the only secrets in this chapel, not even close — and 
keep in mind that nothing is there by accident.

The Investigation Begins 

During my initial visit to the Chapel in 1986, I had 
no clear idea of what to expect and was amazed at both 
the spiritually charged atmosphere in the building and the 
sheer number of the carvings. But it was not until the fol- 
lowing decade that I found the first inkling that within the 
Chapel there exists a doorway spanning two realties. 

But first things first! During a subsequent visit in 
1998, I was accompanied by four talented mediums and 
my wife. Once again, the first impression (especially from 
the mediums) was one of immense, latent, almost pal- 
pable spiritual energy that had somehow been leeched 
from the devotions of the faithful into the very stones of 
the building. The feeling was real and tangible, closely 
mirroring the powerful spirituality felt inside the Church 
of the Nativity in Bethlehem. I have been there, and the 
impression this building gives is powerful. 

Another feeling from the mediums was that the 
building did not exist entirely in the “here and now,” but 
instead was 99.99% here and 0.1% “elsewhere.” And, as 
it turned out, this was a remarkable display of prescience 
by the mediums. Another observation was that if a camera 
were set to record the stained-glass windows 24/7, they 


would record minute differences taking place: A color 
would change, or a blade of grass would wither and die, 
almost as if they were evolving. 

‘Two more discoveries were made in the northeast 
corner of the Lady Chapel, and as with some discoveries, 
they came about by accident ... or did they? As we walked 
around the Chapel, an American woman walked in and 
started singing as she absorbed the atmosphere. As she 
hit one particular note, the entire chapel “lit up” sonically 
and the tones and overtones washed and lapped around 
us. When she stopped singing, the tones did not stop 
immediately, but continued to ebb and flow until they 
gradually died away. This was the first clue and one of the 
precursors to what came several years later. 

This phenomenon was not lost on the other visitors 
in the Chapel that morning, because everyone stopped 
what they were doing and looked at her. One of the 
mediums said that this was extremely significant and that 
the chapel was “sonically active” and that sound was vital 
in revealing the secret, whatever that might be. She was 
absolutely right! 

The second incident occurred around 20 minutes 
later, when I was literally almost lifted from my feet as I

stood with my back against the St. Matthew altar at the 
east end of the Chapel. The medium who had realized 
that sound was important suggested that I stand there, and 
when I did, my arms instantly drifted up from my sides. 
Then my heels felt as if they were being pushed up from 
the floor; this continued until I stumbled forward. 

I was dumbstruck but elated, and when my wife stood 
on the same spot, although she did not experience the 
same sense of her heels being pushed up, she could not 
hold her arms by her sides. Crucially, she had no idea 
what had happened to me only moments previously. 

The medium explained that this was a “weak spot,” a 
doorway of some kind between this world and another. In 
fact, she could see hands being thrust through a “shimmering 
curtain” (her words), asking to be brought to this side. She 
called it an “astral doorway,” perhaps an example of language 
acting as a barrier to what may well be a forgotten technology. 

What to make of it? Significantly, each of the medi- 
ums independently recognized that this small area at the 
St. Matthew altar was in some way “different,” and even 
more significantly, none of the mediums had ever been 
in Rosslyn Chapel prior to this. And although the four of 
them comprised two married couples, neither couple had 
heard of or met the other. 

By this time, although there legitimately and with per- 
mission, we were attracting unwelcome attention from the 
other visitors, so we decided to leave with the intention of 
returning at a later point. As it transpired, although I had 
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visited the Chapel in the intervening period, this 
“later point” occurred some seven years after this 
visit and with a much more focused, informed, 
and awe-inspiring result. We discovered the 
secret in the chapel and, more importantly, how 
to use 1t. 


Resounding Revelation: The 'Golden 
Mean’ and the "Devil's Chord’ 

After the initial and highly instructive visit to 
Rosslyn, the events were recorded and filed. But, 
for various reasons, there was no immediate rush 
to follow up on what had been found. Although 
the incident at the St. Matthew altar was not 
forgotten, no plans were made to follow up on it 
... until I made a chance discovery while reading 
a book titled In the Name of the Gods: The Mys- 
tery of Resonance and the Prehistoric Messiah, 
by David Elkington and Paul Howard Ellson. 

Among many fascinating points raised by the 
authors in this excellent and thought-provoking 
book were two that struck an immediate chord 
(no pun intended). One was the fact that medi- 
eval churches were, as a rule, designed to specific 
proportions, the so-called *Golden Mean' or 'Sacred Pro- 
portion,’ This equates to an approximate ratio of 1:1.6. 

The reason for this, the authors speculated, was to 
deliberately enhance sounds of a specific frequency. The 
second point made was that the Roman Catholic Church 
absolutely forbade a musical interval called the * Devils 
Chord" (Diabolus in Musica), which is in fact an augment- 
ed fourth or tri-tone (there are various definitions), to be 
used in any musical works throughout Europe. 

The reason for this appears to have been that this par- 
ticular frequency could cause some people to experience 
altered states of consciousness, perhaps thereby having an 
unauthorized and personal religious or spiritual experi- 
ence. The fact that some churches were constructed using 
the “Golden Mean" only enhanced the effect. And this, 
according to the dogma of the Church, was not permis- 
sible, since 1t undermined their own authority. 

Incidentally, the augmented fourth can be heard in 
the opening sequence music of the Simpsons animated 
TV series and in the opening section of “Smoke on the 
Water" by the rock band Deep Purple. 


Decoding Secrets: Unraveling the Mysteries of the 
Lady Chapel 

Let's fast forward now to 2005, in the intervening 
years, although there had not been another hands-on 
investigation, I had not stopped my research. And, in that 


time, I discovered that carvings in the Lady 
Chapel (or retro-choir), in the east end of the 
Chapel, which is where the St. Matthew altar is 
located, contained more information than met 
the eye. 

Several years earlier, the late historian 
Stephen Prior realized that the intricate carv- 
ings on the hundreds of small cubes that adorn 
the ceiling of the Lady Chapel were a form of 
musical code. The fact that the cubes ema- 
nated from carved musical instruments played 
by small stone angels situated atop columns 
tended to corroborate his theory. 

To this end, Prior hired a photographer, a 
computer programmer, and a musicologist to 
decode the carvings on the cubes. Although he 
was of the opinion that they formed a “healing 
cadence,” unfortunately, I do not know what 
became of this early attempt to decode the 
symbols. 

The patterns themselves appear to have 
been formed by exploiting a sonic phenomenon 
called “Chladni patterns” or “figures,” and it is 
important to realize that this technology would have been 
available to the builders on the chapel, although it was not 
formally recognized and named until the late 19th century. 

The person who discovered this anomaly was a Ger- 
man physicist and musician, Ernst Chladni, dubbed by 
some as the father of modern acoustics. The patterns are 
created by sprinkling fine powder on a thin metal plate 
held firmly at one point and then *played" using a violin 
bow. A whole range of musical notes can therefore be 
recreated as graphic analogues using this method. 

Note: 'There is a modern version of this called 
“cymatics,” and it is done using a signal generator and a 
vibrating plate. Oddly enough, it is much more adaptable 
and is capable of producing patterns identical to those on 
the cubes in the Chapel. 

With this in mind, I originally hypothesized that the 
cubes were indeed designed to convey a secret message. 
But, in my opinion, it was intended to convey the disap- 
proval of Sir William Sinclair, whose family had been 
closely involved with the enigmatic Knights Templar at 
the proscription of the order by the Catholic Church at 
the behest of King Philip of France in 1307. Due to the 
all-embracing grip of the Church on every aspects of life 
and his desire to avoid charges of heresy, etc., Sir Wil- 
liam did this by inserting the Devil's Chord frequency into 
the patterns, thereby effectively thumbing his nose at the 
church. However, as it transpired, there was considerably 
more to it than that.

Anomalous Acoustics: Unanticipated Harmonics 
and a Mysterious Cold Spot 

After obtaining official permission from the Chapel 
authorities, I invited a small group of fellow researchers 
to witness the new experiment in the Chapel, including a 
psychologist/hypnotherapist, two of the mediums who had 
been present in 1998, a sonic therapist, and the musician 
who had assisted in recreating the augmented fourth. 
When we arrived before opening hours, we set up a lap- 
top computer, a signal generator, and set of speakers, then 
recreating the augmented forth. 

Immediately, one of the mediums said that the 
“doorway” had opened and was at the by-now-familiar 
location of the St. Matthew altar. When we approached 
the altar, we could all feel a powerful shaft of icy-cold air 
rising from the brass plate covering the burial vault that 1s 
located there. The area of the *doorway" was clearly de- 
fined; if you placed your hand outside the *doorway," you 
felt warmer air. Then, drawing your hand back inside the 
“doorway,” the temperature was much reduced. There 
was a very clear demarcation point. 

Unknown to me and the rest of the group, one of our 
number had gone down into the crypt and started “ton- 
ing," using his voice aided by a tuning fork. We could 
hear this, but what really astonished us was that a few sec- 
onds after he started toning, a third tone began. We were 
amazed and even more so, when a few seconds later, yet 
another tone started. These were not caused by us, but by

by the Chapel as it reacted to the two tones coming from 
the computer and the sound from the crypt. 

We were dumbfounded. Then, just as suddenly, the 
group member in the crypt (Jason) stopped toning (he 
had not been aware of what had just occurred upstairs), 
and the two extra harmonics also stopped. 

At this point one of mediums said that “something” 
was happening at the St. Matthew altar, so I turned and 
took a picture. I did this while “on the move,” which 1s 
why the image is slightly blurred. At the time I took the 
picture, I could see nothing unusual, but upon looking at 
the image, the center of the image showing the engrailed 
cross that is unique to the Sinclair family was obviously il- 
luminated. I have no idea why, because flash photography 
was not used. In addition, it would not have produced an 
image like that anyway. 

Likewise, there was no external light source, and, 
once again, 1t would not have produced such a concentrat- 
ed circle of light. So, all I can say is that it is an anomaly, 
Just one of many associated with Rosslyn Chapel. We did 
not have time to try this again due to the fact that the Cha- 
pel was opening for paying customers and we had to stop. 

After some discussion, we came to the conclusion that 
the chapel did indeed conceal many unsuspected proper- 
ties, but we could take it no further than that. 


Unveiling the Light Box Mystery: Red Coherent 
Light and the Portal Connection 

After this remarkable experiment, I contacted Patrick 
McNamara, a London-based physical medium (and now 
sadly deceased) and sent him, via email, a JPEG image of 
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the altar. I did not say or imply what it was, where it was, 
or give him any other details. The medium had no idea of 
what we had done. And, at that time, he had never been 
to Scotland, never mind Rosslyn Chapel. 

His response was astonishing. He felt that this was a 
“portal” of some kind and that it was guarded by a man 
wearing a white robe with a red cross on the front — his 
name was Spencer. He also stated that the portal led to in- 
formation held “elsewhere” but could be no more specific 
than that. 

This was remarkable, but more was to come. Follow- 
ing the publication of my book Rosslyn, Between Two 
Worlds, I was contacted by a gentleman living in Con- 
necticut in the U.S., who was convinced that there were 
certain “keys” hidden in the Chapel that could only be de- 
ciphered using “red coherent light.” To me, this implied a 
ruby laser, but how, from where? 

Initially, I rejected this information. But two weeks 
later, I discovered that a long-forgotten artefact in the cha- 
pel had been rediscovered, a “light box” located above the 
circular Rose Window at east of the chapel (directly above 
the Lady Chapel). Twice a year, for purposes unknown, 
this light box allows a shaft of red light to enter the chapel. 
And even the official guides tell groups of visitors that 
this may have been used to illuminate “an object of some 
kind” suspended from the ceiling of the main chapel. 

It seemed that we now had the makings of a real 
phenomenon, the existence of some kind of portal, a 
gateway between two realities. And, incredibly, sound 
and light were the two means to activate it. It may even be 
possible that the sound and light might open invisible and 
unsuspected doorways in any building constructed using 
the same ratios. It is something that may pay dividends in 
future projects, and I relish the challenge. 

Note: The frequencies we used were F#: 370Hz; C: 
523Hz; and A: 880Hz. 

We had also intended to use specific words converted 
to numbers and frequencies using an ancient technique 
called “Gematria” — they were 373Hz, which is word in 
Greek; 515Hz, which is Jesus in absolute Gematria; and 
888Hz, which in Greek is Iesous, which translates as Je- 
sus. It is also interesting that all of these are only a few Hz 
away from those used in the Chapel. Unfortunately, we 
never did get the chance to try them, although I did make 
a CD of these and other, similar frequencies. 

Some mediums who have used the CD frequencies 
shown above (plus others on the CD) during séances, 
have informed me that they obtained some surprising 
results! Hopefully, at some point in the future, we will 
obtain permission from the Chapel authorities to conduct 
further experiments. €

Twilight walkers peer into the darkness with the eyes 
of discernment. What seems obvious usually isn't, and 
what hides away in the darkness 1sn't always frightening. 
But when you least expect something to happen, it usually 
does. I equate it to my cowgirl days when my Appaloosa 
mare, WarBonnet, always seemed to know when I was 
half asleep riding her. She did her frog-hopping, and I 
held on for dear life until I could get her under control. 

We have to read between the lines to get the gist of 
a situation, and that’s the part that, at times, can be a bit 
nerve-wracking. It’s not that we unravel mysteries; we just 
look at the puzzle pieces that are available to us so we can 
get information that is otherwise overlooked.

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Glamor or Ghastliness 

It’s not a glamorous life. What is shown on YouTube 
and TV shows are edited versions of many hours of a 
researcher sitting and waiting for someone or something 
to communicate with them. Just ike human beings can 
be fickle, so can anyone or anything that resides in the 
paranormal realms. 

Time is not of the essence here but rather its opposite 
— time at large. I often find that there’s a strange fre- 
quency that occurs when I go down the paranormal rabbit 
hole. It seems to start as a bellowing call, ending as a silent 
whisper that echoes in the soul. 

Ghastly entities love this bellow; it’s their personal ballad, a 
hymn of their self-serving agendas that affect humans on a daily 
basis.

When I was a child I would tense up and hide under 
the covers. Nowadays, I Just acknowledge its presence but 
telepathically state it needs to move on. Sometimes they 
do, and sometimes they don’t. The important thing 1s that 
I don’t react to whatever it is anymore. 


Selling the Paranormal 

It’s not fun for ghastly ghouls if they can no longer 
affect you. Paranormal shows try to make the effects of a 
haunting exciting and scary, placing their experiences in 
a terrifying realm that surpasses even the macabre of the 
paranormal. The selling stratagem is if it’s labeled with a 
warning that what someone is about to see is terrifying be- 
yond belief, this gives the show an edgier, ghastlier glamor 
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that puts it in its own horrifying class. Ghastly ghouls 
seemingly can’t compete with this. 

This is how the paranormal is sold to the masses. In 
reality, the paranormal can play with your mind, terrorizing 
your sanity and making you question your own reality. Sell- 
ing what lurks in the shadows and marketing the macabre 
is a dangerous venture. It’s not for the faint of heart or pure 
of heart. I often wonder why there is this idea that within 
the realm of the unknown, there’s a profit to be made. As a 
twilight walker looking for the puzzle pieces of the infinite, 
is it sensible to make a living with something that is evolv- 
ing with the speed of thought? If something knows you are 
coming before you get there, isn’t this indicative of an intel- 
ligence that is way beyond human acuity? 


Poking the Bear 

Yet, it’s human nature to poke the bear knowing the 
outcome can be dangerous. Why do humans want to 
watch the outcome? Is the macabre as much a part of us 
as it is with anything else that prowls in the darkness? 

As a twilight walker, I think there is a connection to 
the paranormal because it courses through my veins just 
as it does with many other beings and entities within its 
lair. We carry within us the lost treasures of forgotten 
memories. Sometimes it’s not poking what’s outside of us, 
but poking what’s inside of us that awakens the soul to its 
true self and place of origin. 

Dark and light swim together in a pool of omniscient 
collusion. We find ourselves by understanding we are the 
twilight, a combined elixir of both. If what scares me is in 
myself, then does that mean I’m scared of myself? The com- 
mon denominator here 1s that we don’t want to think darkness 
resides in us as equally as the light. But if I look up at the night 
sky with all the stars and the moon glowing with her ethereal 
luminescence, what beauty it is to see eternity that goes beyond 
my wildest imagination. The flicker of life is in the darkness, 
because it is the regenerating force that encompasses energy, 
mass, and balance.

The Battling Ellsworth 
AFB UFO Incident

estled in the Black Hills near Rapid City, South 

Dakota, is Ellsworth Air Force Base, home to 

the 28th Bomb Wing. Originally named Rapid 
City Army Air Base in 1942, former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower re-dedicated the base in June 1953 in honor 
of the late Brigadier General Richard 
Elmer Ellsworth. 

During World War II, Brig. 

Gen. Ellsworth served in both Alaska 
and the South Pacific. Throughout 
his career, he flew 400 missions, 
logged nearly 800 hours of combat 
flying time, and was awarded the 
Legion of Merit, two Distinguished 
Flying crosses, and three Air Medals. 
After the war, he became Wing Com- 
mander at the Rapid City air base. 

On March 18, 1953, he was co- 
piloting a Convair RB-36 Peacemaker 
bomber, an aircraft capable of inter- 
continental flight without refueling, 
during a 25-hour flight as part of a 
combat training mission. They began 
at Lajes on the Portuguese island of 
Azores and would return back to 
Rapid City. 

During the mission, they were 
observing radio silence and turned 
off the radar guidance. The plan would be to fly low by 
means of celestial navigation using the stars and celes- 
tial bodies to determine their actual physical position in 
space. At approximately 4:10 a.m. near Burgoyne’s Cove, 
Newfoundland, they experienced sleet, fog, and visibility 
of less than 1/8 mile. The bomber went off course and 
suddenly struck an 896-foot hill at 800 feet going 232 
mph, ending the life of 41-year-old Brig. Gen. Ellsworth 
and 22 crew members.

The Mysterious Encounter: A Bright Star 
and Unexplained Phenomenon 

From 1975 to 1983, Sgt. Mario Woods was stationed 
at Ellsworth AFB, where he was a member of the 44th Se- 
curity Police Squadron. His job entailed the surveillance 
and protection of weapons — nuclear 
weapons, such as the 150 Minuteman 
II missiles secretly hidden under- 
ground beneath the golden wheat 
fields and grazing lands. 

The Minuteman, the first solid- 
fuel intercontinental ballistic missile, 
was one of the most significant strate- 
gic weapons in United States history, 
for with the turn of a key, these mis- 
siles could send their nuclear weapon 
to a Soviet Union target in less than 
30 minutes. For 30 years, the 44th 
Missile Wing remained on Alert. 

In November 1977, Sgt. Woods 
was assigned to the Flight Control Facil- 
ity as a Security Alert Team member, 
working the night shift from 6 p.m. 
to 6 a.m. With him was Sgt. Michael 
Johnson, who was the Team Leader. 
The night was clear but very cold, with 
light patches of snow on the ground. Sgt. 
Woods would occasionally step outside 
in order to stretch his legs, have a cigarette, and look up at the 
stars. At approximately 12 a.m., when he went outside, he ob- 
served a very bright star due east that he had not seen before. 

His first thought was that it was a helicopter or B-52 
bomber flying at a low altitude. However, the more he 
watched its movement, he came to realize it was neither. 
Intrigued, he continued to observe the object for 20 
minutes as it hovered about 30 degrees above the horizon, 
shimmering and pulsating. 


Upon going back inside, he mentioned the strange 
light in the sky to Sgt. Johnson, who didn’t think much of 
it at the time. Feeling it could be important, he decided to 
tell the Flight Security Controller team, which acts as a go- 
between for the Response Team and the Missile Capsule 
Crew Officers that are below ground. 

There was something about the object 
that he couldn’t get out of his mind. 


Sgt. Woods Attempts to Communicate 
With UFO 

About 30 minutes later, he decided to walk 
outside once more, but this time the object wasn’t there. 
Thinking it must have been a helicopter after all, he started 
to walk back inside. However, suddenly, the light appeared 
again at the same elevation, but more to the north. 

Then a thought crossed his mind. Why not flash the 
facility lights off and on as a means to communicate? The 
Flight Control Facility was equipped with 15 sets of bright 
spotlights that were located at all four corners of the se- 
curity perimeter fence, as well as along the roofline of the 
building. These were all controlled by one switch in the 
Flight Security Controller’s office. He went back inside 
and shared his plan with Sgt. Johnson, who laughed at the 
very idea but told him to proceed.

Stull not certain if the object was something unusual or 
merely a helicopter, he reached for the switch and began to 
flash the lights at it in no particular sequence. He continued to 
flash the lights eight times hoping for a response. By now, Sgt. 
Johnson was getting curious. They both walked outside to look 
at the object, but there was no change in its appearance or po- 
sition. Just as soon as Sgt. Johnson commented 
about the light, it had vanished. But where had it 
gone, as there wasn’t a cloud in the night sky? 

With that, he laughed and went back 
inside. However, Sgt. Woods had an over- 
whelming feeling that he should continue 
watching the sky. A few minutes later, the object reap- 
peared to the north and seemed brighter. 

Once again, he went inside and began flashing the 
facility lights eight additional times. As he did so, he told 
the others the object had returned, but in a new position. 
Neither of them took him seriously. After flashing the 
lights, he went back outside, but the object was gone. 

Now, he was questioning his own sanity. He went 
inside, walked into the day room, and sat down to watch 
TV.

EXPLORING REALITY, CONSCIOUSNESS & IDENTITY

ften thought of as esoteric or scholarly, meta- 

physics may not be the first subject that springs 

to mind when discussing popular culture. Yet, 
beneath the surface of our favorite books, movies, and 
TV shows, metaphysical questions and ideas persist, 
helping to shape narratives, develop characters, and offer 
profound insights into the nature of reality, identity, and 
existence. 

We can't dive into the metaphysi- 
cal aspects of popular culture without 
mentioning the Matrix franchise. The 
central premise — a simulated reality 
indistinguishable from the “real” world 
— is a powerful metaphor for meta- 
physical skepticism and the problem 
of perception. The idea that what we 
perceive as reality might be merely an 
lllusion has ancient philosophical roots 
in the thoughts of Plato and Descartes. 
This is coupled with the exploration 
of free will versus determinism, as the 
lead character, Neo (played by Keanu 
Reeves), grapples with his prophesied 
role as “The One.” 

The movie Inception movie takes 
a similarly metaphysical approach, 
blurring the lines between dreams and reality, posing the 
question — what makes a reality “real?” Inception also 
toys with questions of personal identity and continuity. If 
our memories and experiences can be fabricated, to what 
extent is our “self” a construct? 

Turning to the realm of television, the metaphysi- 
cal takes center stage in shows like Westworld. Here, 
humanoid robots, called “hosts,” question the nature of 
their reality and grapple with issues of consciousness and 
self-awareness, invoking debates about personal identity, 
consciousness, and artificial intelligence. The hosts’ jour- 
ney toward self-awareness challenges our understanding of 
consciousness and how it is tied to existence. 
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In literature, authors like the late Philip K. Dick have 
long incorporated metaphysical elements into their work. 
Dick’s novel Do Androids Dream of Electric Sheep? — the 
inspiration for the movie Blade Runner — explores the 
nature of humanity and reality through a dystopian future, 
where humans and nearly indistinguishable androids coex- 
ist. This setting brings the question of what it means to be 
human into sharp focus, prompting 
readers to contemplate the nature of 
consciousness, empathy, and existence. 

Even in animation, metaphysical 
questions arise. Pixar’s movie Soul 
delves into issues of personhood, pur- 
pose, and the afterlife, providing both 
children and adults with a platform 
to contemplate existence beyond the 
physical world and the meaning of life. 

Metaphysical themes in popular 
culture are not confined to high-con- 
cept sci-fi or complex adult-oriented 
narratives. Even the Harry Potter 
series, at its core, engages with issues of 
death, the soul, and the nature of good 
and evil — themes with deep metaphys- 
ical underpinnings. 

Why do these themes resonate 
with audiences? Perhaps because these metaphysical 
questions — about reality, identity, consciousness, and 
the cosmos — are part of the human condition. We are 
innately curious beings who seek to understand our place 
in the Universe, and these stories provide a space for us to 
engage with these questions in accessible, relatable ways. 

Metaphysics, far from being a remote and abstract 
field of study, is integral to many of the stories that cap- 
tivate us most. By engaging with popular culture, we can 
explore complex philosophical ideas in a more digest- 
ible format. These narratives challenge us, asking us to 
question our perceptions and beliefs about reality and our 
existence within it.
